Deputy Finds Long Rope, 
Iron Bar in Cell Block 
Housing 32 Prisoners. 


A carefully planned jail-break at 


Fulton Tower was nipped in the bud 
Monday night when officers discovered 
a 55-foot blanket rope aud a_ place 
where prisoners had begun digging 
through the top of a cell block on the 
fourth floor. There were 32 white 
prisoners in the block, known as 
Fourth East. 

Deputy Sheriff J. M. Rolader, mak- 
ing his last round of inspection for 
the night, discovered the attempt. He 
noticed that an air vent in the roof 
of the cell cage had been tampered 
with and a further search revealed the 
rope andthe instrument with which 
the prisoners hoped. to break out of 
the block——a short iron bar wrenched 
from a steel bunk. 

Had the prisoner succeeded in tear- 
ing away the air vent, which has not 
been used since the installation of a 
new type of heating and ventilation 
system, they would have been in po- 
sition to,.conquer the guard and to 
force a barred window which looks 
out upon the courtyard. Officers did 
not think the break was planned for 
Monday | night, as much work re- 
mained between the prisoners and 
freedom. 

Several of the prisoners in cell block 
Fourth East were among tke 15 pris- 
oners who recently made a_ break, 
most of whom were recaptured. Crimes 
of the 32 ranged from violation of the 
probibition law to robbery, county 
officers said. Had the escape plot 
not bee. discovered, it would have 
been the fourth wholesale delivery 
from the tower in the last several 


years.

Legal restrictions against such dele- 
gation of authority by the county

LOSE $3,099,000 


New Regulations Will 
Greatly Reduce Amount 
Paid Qut in This State. 


New disability allowance and com- 
pensation rules will cut $3,699,588 a 
year from the total cash payments of 
the government to Georgia veterans 
of the World War, John M. Slaton 
Jr., manager of the veterans’ bureau 
here, said Monday. Captain Av L. 
Henson, director of the state veterans’ 
service office, said that he expects: a 
flood of applications for re-rating ip 
cases not service copnected for the 
reason that no compensation is. pay- 
able unless the rating be permanent- 
total. 

Manager Slaton said that his fig- 
ures do not include widows and other 
dependents of veterans, Spanish-Amer- 
ican War veterans and civil employes 
all of whom are paid directly from 
Washington. Only of 16,315 
Georgians receiving disability allow- 
ances are rated as totally disabled, 
=n 15,690 entirely, Slaton 
said. é 
There are 7,654 persons in Georgia 
drawing compensation for service-con- 
nected disabilities, who will be cut 20 
per cent to make a reduction of $824,- 
748 a year, Slaton said.

TRAGEDIES WITH A LESSON. 

The series of automobile acci- 
dents in and around Atlanta during 
the week-end, in which two persons 
were killed, three critically injured 
and five others less seriously hurt, 
emphasizes the emergent need for 
more rigid traffic regulations and 
stricter enforcement, 

The life of a promising young 
Tech student was snuffed out Satur- 
day night when he struck an un- 
lighted automobile on the highway 
between Atlanta and his home at 
Madison. 

Thousands of unlighted, or im- 
properly lighted, machines are to be 
seen traversing, or parked, every 
night on highways all over the state. 
They are an imminent threat to the 
life of every automobilist using the 
roads and while the operation of an 
automobile without two lights in the 
‘front and one in the rear is pro- 
hibited by law, a case is seldom 
made against the owners of these 
improperly lighted cars. 

Every one of the accidents which 
brought suffering, sorrow and fi- 
nancial loss in crashes around At- 
lanta over the week-end were pre- 
ventable if the law had been more 
rigidly enforced and greater care 
had been exercised by the drivers 
of the wrecked machines. 

It has been clearly demonstrated 
in other states that the most ef- 
fective manner to increase careful 
driving and decrease the staggering 
losses from motor car accidents is 
through the establishment of an ef- 
well-directed state police

Most of the people in the south, 
especially in the small towns and 
rural areas, are without access to 
libraries, and with the growing im- 
portance of the agency through which 
we must expect the stream of knowl- 
edge to reach all the people, those 
without access to libraries are at an 
increasing disadvantage. It seems, 
therefore, none too soon for us to be- 
gin to give more thoughtful consid- 
eration to the library and its place 
in the southern scene. 

The library is second in impor- 
tance only to the school in its bear- 
ing On the education of the people. 
The hundreds of thousands of 
books circulated in Atlanta each 
year by the Carnegie library con- 
tribute materially to the uplift of 
the plane of information and knowl- 
edge of the average citizen of the 


city. 


It is to be hoped that out of 
this conference will grow a well- 
Supported movement. that — will 
eventually result in supplying the 
long-felt need in the south for 
modern, well-directed public © li- 
braries within the reach of all the 
people.

Of course, all this is 
supreme bunkum. But it served its 
purpose of producing a temporary sen- 
sation and that was probably all those 
French papers desired.

GERMANY MAY LOSE 


SOVIET TRADE TO U. S. 


MOSCOW, April 3—(#)—A 
possibility that soviet Russia may 
transfer to the United States some 
of its purchases heretofore placed 
in Germany was voiced today by 
the soviet government’s chief eco- 
nomic organ, For Industrializa- 
tion, in warning Germany that it 
risks trade reprisals if attacks on 
soviet economic organizations and 
soviet citizens there continue. 

The newspaper declared recent 
anti-soviet activities in Germany, 
in the face of Chancellor Hitler’s 
enunciation of a friendly policy to- 
ward Russia, “provides sufficient 
ground for a change ir our eco- 
nomic relations with Germany, no 
matter how valuable those. rela- 
tions have been to both countries.” 


BERLIN, April 3.—(4)—Reports 
that numerous Jews were fleeing from 
Germany were followed today by a 
government announcement that after 
midnight no one may leave German 
soil unless special permission has been 
stamped on his passport by the police. 

The government did not explain this 
action, but for several days there have 
been reports of a Jewish exodus. 

Freed of the anti-Jewish one-day 
boycott, business appeared to be going 
on in Berlin as usual. Jews in the 
professions, however, began to feel 
new restirctive measures. In Berlin, 
the number of Jewish lawyers permit- 
ted to practice was limited tentatively 
to 35, and at Frankfort on-the-Main 
the number of Jewish brokers on the 
stock exchange was tentatively cut 
from 33 to eight. 

Protestant nazis orgarized in the 
“German Christian movement” met at 
the nation’s capital for their first na- 
tional convention to celebrate “God’s 
victory over the satanic forces of the 
underworld”—meaning the nationalist 
revolution. 

Meeting in the old Prussian house 
of lords under the presidency of the 
Rev. Joachim Hossenfelder, they 
greeted as honor guests Prince August 
Wilhelm, Prussian Diet President 
Hans Kerrl, and representatives of 
various evangelical bodies. 

“We must not be simply Christians 
—God wants us to be German Chris- 
tians,” said the Rev. Mr. Peter, who 
delivered the principal lecture. 

St. Paul’s Epistle to the Romans 
about the equality of Jew and Greek, 
he declared, applied to things spiritual 
and the world beyond, but not to this 
world, where racial purity was or- 
dained by God. 

This meeting of church people had 
an unusual aspect in that several 
speakers began their addresses with 
the nazi salute, while many in the 
audience, instead of clapping their 
hands, raised them in salute every 
time some utterance appealed to them 
especially. 

Many participants wore nazi uni- 
forms and the clergymen were adorned 
with iron crosses. 

It was decreed today that pupils 
finishing grammar school no longer 
will be presented with a cupy of the 
German constitution, as has been. cus-

plaining the significance of the Ver- 
sailles treaty. 
The authorities in Koenigsberg or- 


dered that all passports be withdrawn 


from Jews living in East Prussia. 


The newspaper ‘Taegliche Rund- 
schau reported that a train had ‘been 
halted by police near ‘Dresden to pre- 
vent “an exodus of Jews to Czecho- 
Slovakia.” Considerable sums of 
money were confiscated, the news- 
paper said, but Jewish passengers 
were permitted to return to their 
homes in Germany. 

Julius Streicher, head of the cen- 
tral anti-Jewish boycott committee 
at Munich, issued the following state- 
ment: 

“T have a feeling that the battle 
(the boycott) will not be further taken 
up Wednesday. This will prove a 
disappointment to millions of Ger- 
mans, but discipline must be observed 
in any event. It was not easy to 
yield, but Adolf Hitler can only pro- 
ceed one step at a time.” 

Herr Streicher asserted,that “the 
time is not far distant when by law 
it will be forbidden for a Gentile to 
marry a Jewess or a Jew to marry 
a Gentile girl.” 

The anti-Jewish movement spread 
to athletics, the German Federation 
of Amatuer Boxers voting unanimous- 
ly to bar Jews from matches.
